The Council of this City shall, in 
its discretion, cause the eradication 
of rodents by virtue of the provis- 
j;ions of this Ordinance, or by virtues 
'of any general law of the State of 
California, applicable; and this Ordi- 
| mance shall be held to be supplemen- 
tal to the general laws of this State 
jand not the exclusive law of this 
City. 
| This Ordinance is hereby declared 
to be necessary as an emergency 
measure for the preservation of the 
; public health, for the reason that 
| rats, and other such rodents are in- 
festing a large portion of this City 
and are coming into the homes of 
residents, and unless eradicated, are 
likely to carry disease and cause 
pestilence. 

This Ordinance shall 
fective immediately.

Any person—man or woman, boy 
or girl, regardless of age—who uses the 
streets and highways either as “a driv- 
er or a pedestrian can help reduce taf- 
fic accidents. 


It is not a job for one class of indi- 
viduals, a certain group of engineers, 
educators, or traffic officers; it is a job 
for everyone. And not until all driv- 
ers and pedestrians are cooperating in 
the fight against motor vehicle acci- 
dents will there ever be a substantial 
reduction in the nation’s fatality toll 
from this cause, 


But the traffic situation is far from 
hopeless. It is no more hopeless than 
the fight against influenza, tuberculo- 
sis, syphillis, and a host of other dis- 
eases, People will continue to die 
from these ailments, of course, but in 
fewer numbers if medical science con- 
tinues to progress.

New York City, Mil- 
waukee, Kansas City, Omaha, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., Jackson, Mich., and Evans- 
ton, Il., are only a few of the many 
municipalities that have decreased their 
motor vehicle death toll through bal- 
anced programs of engineering, educa- 
tion and enforcement. 


Engineers can build safer highways 
and automobiles; police can enforce the 
traffic laws to the latter, but the na- 
tion’s 28 million drivers are the bal- 
ance of power in the war against mo- 
tor vehicle accidents. On the should- 
ers of America’s drivers rests the re- 
sponsibility to win this bitter fight, 
more deadly than all the wars in which 
this country has participated.

5.—Keep your eyes on the road, 
your hands on the steering wheel and 
your mind on the all-important matter 
of arriving at your destination safely. 

6.—Be considerate and courteous at 
all times. It’s good sportsmanship to 
play fair in traffic. Drive as you 
would have the other fellow drive.
